He 
gets the men sitting at their ease in the 
most luxurious surroundings, parades the 
pictures before them with the art of a the- 
atrical producer, and instantly the purses 
are wide open and the rivalry between the 
rich collectors begins. In London, auctions 
are frigid affairs and the salesrooms are 
often uncomfortable and draughty. The 
results are that buyers are critical even 
before the first picture is put up.” 

There is some truth in these observa- 
tions, and its maker might have added that 
the book auction houses know how to sell 
valuable books as well as pictures. ‘They 
know that in this country there is a large 
number of intelligent, discriminating, de- 
termined, wealthy collectors, that care more 
for books and pictures than they do for 
their money. They are willing to pay a 
record price in fair competition. The auc- 
tion houses give them elegant surroundings, 
the best catalogs, and sales the right kind 
of publicity. They are always sure of an 
audience of buyers on important occasions. 
This is the reason why auction sales here 
are more interesting and responsive than in 
London, and why they are crowded with 
incidents of more or less dramatic interest. 


Poe’s Tamerlane, 1827 


The first edition of Edgar Allan Poe’s 
““Tamerlane,” 1827, has played a most 
dramatic and influential part in the collect- 
ing of American first editions. In 1884, 
when Richard Herne Shepard edited and 
George Redway reprinted this little book- 
let, 634 by 4% inches, 40 pages, wrappers, 
only one copy was known to have escaped 
destruction and that was in the British 
Museum. Almost a decade later, in 1892, 
a fortunate book hunter discovered a beau- 
tifully preserved copy in a Boston book- 
shop among a lot of pamphlets priced at 
twenty-five cents each. It was sold a lit- 
tle later by C. F. Libbie & Co., at public 
auction for $1,850. This sale was the out- 
standing bibliographical event of the 
American auction season of that year. 

It was discussed a great deal by the 
newspapers, and the price was generally re- 
garded as “enthusiasm run wild.” One 
New York newspaper interviewed the lead- 
ing authors of the day to get their reac- 
tion to the “phenomenal price.” William 


Dean Howells, in answer to an inquiry 
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as to whether he was a collector of first 
editions responded: “No, sir. I am not 
just that kind of crank. I have not even 
first editions of my own books.” John 
Burroughs said that he was in “no sense 
a bibliolater and that he had no sympathy 
with the craze.” Dr. Washington Glad- 
den, Henry Cabot Lodge, Horace E. 
Scudder and Professor George E. Wood- 
berry, all bookish men, declared that they 
were not. affected by the mania. The up- 
shot of all the discussion was the pretty 
general verdict that $1,850 for Poe's 
pamphlet written when he was fourteen 
years of age was a freak price.” 

Early in 1919 it was known that a copy 
of “Tamerlane” would soon be sold with 
the collection of Frederic R. Halsey. 
‘There was much discussion and speculation 
as to what the rarity would bring. In the 
Publishers Weekly of February 15, 1919, 
the result of nine estimates by experts 
pooled and averaged was reported. The 
consensus of opinion was that the volume 
would bring $9,648, which was generally 
regarded as high. 

The Halsey *““T'amerlane” was sold the 
evening of February 18, 1919, at the An- 
derson Galleries to George D. Smith for 
$11,600. This little booklet packed the 
auction room on this evening just as it 
had a Boston auction room more than 
twenty years before. The public was in- 
tensely interested. The first bid was 
$5,000, and soon $10,000 was reached. At 
this point there was general applause, 
which was repeated with each bid until 
“G. D. S.” was announced as the success- 
ful bidder and then he was applauded 
again and again. 

The Hoe Copy of the Gutenberg Bible 

The evening of April’ 24, 1911, wit- 
nessed in the auditorium of the Anderson 
Auction Company, then located at Madison 
Avenue and Fortieth Street, the most bril- 
liant and dramatic scene, not only in the 
book auctions of this country, but in the 
world’s history as well. 

The sale of the library of Robert Hoe, 
the most valuable that had then been dis- 
persed at auction, had commenced in the 
afternoon, and the gem of the collection— 
the Gutenberg Bible, the first, most famous, 
and most valuable book printed—was to be 
sold in the first hour of the evening session. 
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With a first bid of $2,500, in less than a minute this rare item was 
knocked down at $10,000 to M. Harzof 


Many reasons combined to lend distinction 
to the occasion. The auction company had 
leased new and capacious galleries and an 
auditorium of surpassing elegance had been 
prepared for this sale; London and New 
York had contested for the honor of hold- 
ing it, and now the future of the Ameri- 


can metropolis as a rare book market was 
at stake; the press sensed the situation, not 
only in New York but in the country at 
large, and it was emphasized as of unparal- 
leled importance. Rare book dealers from 
London, Paris and Berlin, and the chief 
cities of this country were present. Long

before the sale began every seat was filled, 
all standing room was taken, and many 
were unable to gain admission. When the 
auctioneer faced the assemblage, he saw a 
fashionable audience mostly in evening 
dress, that looked much more like a wel- 
come to a great prima donna than the gath- 
ering for a book sale. 

When the famous item was reached there 
was a rustle of expectancy. The auctioneer 
was impressed with the tenseness of the 
occasion. He said a few fitting words and 
started the bidding. The best opinion was 
that the Bible would bring $25,000, pos- 
sibly $30,000. The London dealer, who 
had sold the Bible to Mr. Hoe, was of the 
opinion that the latter figure might be 
reached. The first estimate was quickly 
passed, and then the second, and still spir- 
ited bidding continued. When $45,000 
was announced there was general recogni- 
tion of the significance of the event, and 
when the hammer fell at $50,000 the audi- 
ence broke into ringing and continued ap- 
plause. It was a tribute that would have 
delighted Robert Hoe; and one of the fa- 
mous dealers present, who had attended 
many of the great sales in London and on 
the Continent, declared that it was a dra- 
matic event “never before witnessed at a 
book sale and destined to remain unique.” 


A $10,000 Bid in Forty-five Seconds 


One of the most interesting and impor- 
tant sales ever held in this country was 
that of the Herschel V. Jones collection, 
sold in three parts, December 2 and 3, 
1918, January 29 and 30, and March 4 
and 5, 1919, which realized $391,854, and 
was closely watched by Europe as well as 
America. Only a little over two weeks 
had passed from Armistice Day when the 
first session was held. ‘There was much 
speculation as to whether good prices could 
be realized at that time. It was generally 
believed that the close of the war would 
be followed by an avalanche of rare books 
from Europe, and some ventured the opin- 
ion that Mr. Jones was shrewdly unloading 
before the rush. 

But good prices were realized at all 
three sales and many new high records 
were made. It is said that Mr. Jones 
reaped more than $100,000 profit in the 
dispersal of the collection, and he was by 
no means a close buyer. The gem of the 
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collection was the ““Comus” of John Mil- 
ton published in London in 1637—dedica- 
tion copy of the first edition from the 
Bridgewater Library — which brought 
$14,500, a new record that was received 
with enthusiasm. 

But the most dramatic point in a sale 
full of dramatic incidents, came when 
“Gammer Gurton’s Needle,” an early dra- 
matic item of enduring interest as the ear- 
liest university play in English which has 
come down to us, was knocked down in 
record time. The first bid of $2,500 was 
made by George D. Smith, James F. Drake 
followed with $4,100, Dr. Rosenbach 
raised the figure to $5,250, and Mr. Har- 
zof, of the Lexington Book Shop, shouted 
$10,000, and all was over in forty-five sec- 


onds. All were too surprised to applaud. 
For once, “G. D. S.” acknowledged 
checkmate. The loss of the gem spoiled 


the evening for him. 
Two Incidents of Last Season 


Last season had two occasions that will 
long be remembered by those present. One, 
when the signature of Button Gwinnett 
sold for $22,500, the other when a copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible brought $106,000 
—both extraordinary new high records. 

The signature of Gwinnett, Signer of 
the Declaration of Independence from 
Georgia, was in a set of Signers collected 
by Colonel James H. Manning of Albany, 
which brought $46,925.50, nearly doubling 
the previous high record made in the sale 
of the Thomas set in 1924. There was a 
large audience which enjoyed the occasion. 
When the Gwinnett signature was knocked 
down at $22,250 the general significance 
of the record was quickly recognized and 
loudly applauded. 

The copy of the Gutenberg Bible, sold 
the evening of the 15th of February last, 
at the Anderson Galleries, had an interest- 
ing history that was exploited for all it 
was worth. It was discovered by Edward 
Goldston, a London bookseller, in July, 
1925, and after some interesting negotla- 
tions purchased and sent to New York to 
be sold. The Bible belonged to the fa- 
mous Melk Monastery, where it had been 
treasured for more than 300 years. When 
Mr. Goldston tried to find a purchaser, he 
discovered that the greatest interest came 
from America. Finally, he decided to try 
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his luck here at auction and consigned the 
treasure to the Anderson Galleries. 

The audience at the sale was nearly as 
large and brilliant as that which attended 
the Hoe sale on a similar occasion fifteen 
years earlier. The first bid was $50,000, 
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At the Quinn sale, this Conrad manuscript established a record price for contemporary 
material, $8,100. 
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which was applauded and quickly rose to 
$100,000, when competition grew slower; 
bids being extracted with considerable 
effort by the auctioneer, but the price fin- 
ally reached $106,000 and Dr. Rosenbach 
became the owner. 
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A decade and a half had wrought great 
changes. This copy of the Gutenberg 
Bible came from a British consignor be- 
cause he was convinced he could realize 
more here than anywhere else. No English 
or Continental booksellers graced the occa- 
sion, because they knew it would be a for- 
lorn hope to compete. The Melk Bible 
completed the victory for New York, as a 
rare book market, which the Hoe copy had 
helped to win. 


Sustained Dramatic Interest 


Dramatic interest has not always been 
confined to single lots, or new high records. 
Frequently a group of items, or an entire 
session, had shown sustained interest, and 
when least expected. 

When Part I of the Buxton Forman 
collection was sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, March 15, 16 and 17, 1920, bring- 
ing $150,685, the general result was not 
foreseen. “The death of George D. Smith, 
only a few days before, and the removal 
of his support, which had been a dominat- 
ing factor in auction sales in this country 
for more than a decade, led many to be- 
lieve that there would be a sharp break 
in rare book prices. The attendance of 
rare book dealers and collectors was not 
only unusually large but they came pre- 
pared to buy and expected to pay low 
prices. Scarcely ever in American book 
sales was bidding more general or spirited. 
In a single hour more than $60,000 worth 
of Shelley items were sold. The sale had 
not been in progress ten minutes before an 
atmosphere began to develop which was 
very optimistic. Both collectors and deal- 
ers paid more than they expected to. They 
not only paid high prices but did it with 
a willingness due largely to the example 
of general and spontaneous buying. ‘The 
rare book market had shown stability when 
least expected, and from that day to this, 
there have been no “slumps” in prices for 
genuine rarities. The march has been 
steadily upward. 

The Wakeman sale of American first 
editions, held at the American Art Gal- 
leries, April 28, 1924, was an extraordi- 
nary event and many high records were 
made after a long period when interest 
in first editions of Americana had shown 
a great decline. Three copies of Poe’s 


“The Raven and Other Poems,” 1845, all

first editions, two presentation copies and 
one with an autograph letter laid in, 
brought $9,700. The sale was attended by 
an audience interested in American first 
editions and many significant prices were 
applauded. 

The Quinn sale of the same season, 
which realized $226,351.85, composed of 
modern first editions and of many authors 
then living, will be remembered for one 
extraordinary session, when 130 lots, the 
Joseph Conrad collection, brought $110,- 
998, the highest price ever paid for work 
of a living author. ‘This was a peculiar 
session. ‘The first lot, the original manu- 
script of “Almayer’s Folly” brought 
$5,300, and it was not necessary to tell 
this New York audience of book buyers 
and visitors that a lively evening’s enter- 
tainment was before them. The first round 
brought applause. ‘The original manu- 
script of “An Outcast of the Islands’ 
fetched $4,100; ‘““The Nigger of the Nar- 
cissus,” $4,500; the ‘“Typhoon,” $5,100; 
“Nostromo,” $4,700; Under Western 
Eyes,” $6,900; “Chance,” $6,600; and 
“Victory,” $8,100. These remarkably high 
prices were scattered thru the alphabet and 
the result seemed like continual applause. 
The session undoubtedly was one of the 
liveliest ever held in New York. 

Another sale that had its surprises was 
that of the William Harris Arnold collec- 
tion held November 10 and 11, 1924. The 
biggest surprise came in the Tennyson first 
editions, known as “trial firsts.” ‘The 
Victim,” 1867, only known copy, brought 
$9,000; “The True and the False,” 1859, 
one of two known copies, $7,000; ““The 
Lover’s Tale,” 1833, earliest in date of the 
poet’s trial books, $6,900; ‘Timbuctoo,” 
1829, one of three known copies, $2,000; 
“Enid and Nimue,” 1857, one of three 
known copies, $2,000; and the manuscript 
of “Mungo the American,” 8 pages writ- 
ten when Tennyson was fourteen years old, 
$900. These six lots realized $27,800. 
The audience, which was a large one, was 
not prepared for such Tennyson prices and 
frequently were too surprised to applaud. 
William Harris Arnold knew that these 
Tennysons were gems that would bring 
good prices some day, but he never imag- 
ined that these half dozen lots would bring 
nearly enough to pay for his entire 
collection. 
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Just what the future has in store for ys, 
of course, we do not know. The records 
made in the last quarter of a century seem 
hard to beat, but prices are still advancing. 
We are not likely ever to see another sale 
of such many-sided interest as that of Rob- 
ert Hoe in 1911-12, but every season con- 
tributes some unique incident that adds to 
the romantic story of American book sales. 
We are sure of one thing, that is as long 
as American auctions are conducted with 
the same effective appeal to collectors and 
the rare book trade, the public will be in- 
terested and attend them, and when large 
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audiences get together they will warm up 
with the spirit of the occasion and we shall 
see lively competition and new high records. 
It took centuries to reach $50,000 for a 
Gutenberg Bible, and only a little over a 
decade to pass on to $106,000. When such 
records are being made almost anything 
seems possible. We are pretty sure to see 
consignments leaving the “frigid” air of 
London for the “don’t-care-what-it-cost’s” 
atmosphere of New York, which will give 
exciting moments and will add to the in- 
terest and zest of American bibliographical 
history. 


The Auction Season of 1925-26 


HE auction season for the sale of 

books, autographs, manuscripts and 

other literary property began in late 
September, 1925, and ended in the middle 
of June, 1926. In these nine months nearly 
200 sales were held. ‘The thought upper- 
most at the beginning of the season was, 
where is the supply of rare books for the 
season coming from? But the season started 
off well and ended in a blaze of glory. 
Many sensational records were made. ‘The 
high record for a printed book, the Melk 
copy of the Gutenberg Bible, was raised 
to $106,000; for an autograph signature, 
that of Button Gwinnett, to $22,500; and 
for a set of Signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Col. James H. Man- 
ning set, to $46,925.50, and there were 
scores of others of lesser importance. Col- 
lectors and the rare book trade kept a very 
close watch on the market. They showed 
their usual care in appraising, and the dis- 
position, now becoming a habit, to pay a 
good price for what appealed to them. 

As usual the first sales of the season 
were more or less tests of the public’s atti- 
tude toward the book market. Many con- 
signments of a season depend upon the sales 
before the holidays. If these are encourag- 
ing, the five or six remaining months are 
likely to see many important consignments 
made. For four or five years the early 


records have been very good and coilectors 
have been prompt in taking advantage of 
good market conditions. 


The first sale at the American Art Gal- 
leries was held on November 4, when the 
library of Mrs. Hamilton Fish, of this 
city, comprising fine art monographs, 
French illustrated books of the eighteenth 
and ninetenth centuries, and standard sets 
was sold, 604 lots bringing $17,528. The 
highest price, $1,700, was paid for a manu- 
script antiphonal on vellum written and 
illustrated for the Church of St. Germain, 
Paris, 1729. 

On November 9 the library of the Rev. 
Isaac Doorman, of this city, was sold at 
the Anderson Galleries, 236 lots bringing 
$16,195.75. The star lot was a beautiful 
copy of Shakespeare’s “Poems,” 1640, with 
the duplicate undated titlepage, which 
brought $5,000. Next came a superb copy 
of Spenser’s “Faerie Queene,” 2 vols., Lon- 
don, 1590-96, the first edition of both vol- 
umes, $1,375. A fine copy of Burton’s 
““Anatomy of Melancholy,” Oxford, 1621, 
with the rare leaf of errata, fetched $500. 
Many other good prices were realized. 

First editions of modern authors, mainly 
in original bindings, author’s inscribed 
copies, autograph letters and manuscripts, 
books designed by Bruce Rogers and other 
desirable modern press books, including 
selctions from the libraries of Vincent 
Sturretr of Chicago, and of Waldo R. 
Browne of Wyoming, N. Y., were sold at 
the American Art Galleries, November 18 
and 19. The highest price, $1,350, -was 
paid for Thomas Hardy’s “The Dynasts;’ 
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4 vols., including a duplicate copy of Vol. 
I, a first issue of the first edition with the 
date of 1903, London, 1903-1908. The 
original manuscript of John Masefield’s 
“The Buccaneer,” about 5,000 words, 
brought $1,250. The 916 lots realized 
$22,271. Prices were good thruout the 
sale and many new high records were made. 


At the sale of letters of Benjamin Frank- 
lin and others, from the library of the late 
William F. Laffan, at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, November 30, very good prices were 
realized, 359 lots bringing 19,662.50. In- 
terest centered in the Franklin letters. An 
A. L. S. of Franklin, 3 pp. folio, Phila- 
delphia, to M. l’Abbé de la Roche, brought 
$950. Six pages from a letter book con- 
taining 11 A. L. S., 6 signed in full, 5 in 
initials, all dated London, Aug. 22, 1772, 
brought the highest price of the sale, 
$2,900. 

Sumptuously bound sets of American, 
English and French authors, finely extra- 
illustrated books, rare first editions, sport- 
ing books and prints, costume plates in 
color, autograph letters and manuscripts, 
including the library of Edward Appleyard 
of Jamestown, N. Y., ornithological books 
from the collection of Lithgow Osborne 
of Auburn, N. Y., were sold at the Ameri- 
Art Galleries, December 2 and 3, 648 lots 
bringing the handsome total of $73,793. 
All three sessions were well attended, and 
high prices generally prevailed. Among the 
most important lots was a Second Folio 
of Shakespeare which brought $3,150; 
Homer’s “Opera,” folio, Florence, 1488, 
$1,800 [slight repairs to one page]; and a 
series of five autograph letters of Lord 
Byron, four signed, on his early Jife and 
literary work, bound in a 4to volume by 
Sangorski and Sutcliffe, 1808-11, $1,150. 

A very important sale was held at the 
Anderson Galleries, December 8, when 367 
lots brought $52,563. This two session 
sale comprised selections from several well- 
known collections, including a New York 
collection of first editions, original letters 
and relics of Lord Byron, first editions and 
original manuscripts of Charles Dickens 
from the collection of Newbury Frost Read 
of this city; original drawings for Dickens 
with inscriptions in his handwriting; rare 
first editions of Tennyson, original draw- 
ings by Beardsley from three collections; 
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beautiful bindings from the collection of 4 
New Yorker, and early printed books, the 
property of the bankrupt estate of John J. 
Phelan. There was a keen interest in al! 
these rarities and many lots brought high 
prices. The most important lot, the original 
manuscript which Dickens presented to his 
collaborator, Wilkie Collins, of “The Perils 
of Certain English Prisoners and Their 
‘Treasures in Women, Children, Silver and 
Jewels,” Chap. I and III in the handwrit- 
ing of Dickens, and Chap. II in that of 
Wilkie Collins, brought $3,900. The orig- 
inal wash drawings by Hablot K. Browne 
for “Pickwick Papers,” “Mr. Winkle’s 
situation when the door blew to,” 814 by 
6 inches, with marginal inscription in 
Dickens’s handwriting, fetched $2,250. 

A Kipling collection, comprising a large 
number of rarities, including first editions, 
association items, and other material of in- 
timate interest, brought together by E. P. 
Dutton & Co., of this city, consisting of 172 
lots, was sold at the Anderson Galleries, 
December 15, bringing $12,662. The sale 
was well attended by dealers and collectors 
and prices on the whole were very satis- 
factory. The collection was held intact 
for a considerable period, when it was de- 
cided to break it up and send it to auction 
without reserve. This sale, we believe, 
marked a new departure. In the not re- 
mote past, booksellers’ stock fared badly at 
auction. Apparently this collection sold 
just as well as if the catalog had borne the 
name of a well-known collector. The most 
valuable lot proved to be “Schoolboy 
Lyrics,” Lahore, 1881, Kipling’s first book, 
which brought $1,450. ‘Echoes,’ Lahore, 
1884, rare first edition, sold for $1,225. 

These are only a few of the sales held 
before the holidays but the season had not 
progressed far before it was apparent that 
there was a good market for all the genu- 
ine rarities that could be sold. After the 
beginning of the new year there were many 
announcements of important forthcoming 
sales. Space here will admit of reference 
only to the outstanding sales of the rest of 
the season. 


Rare first editions of famous authors of 
the sixteenth to the twentieth centuries, 
English and American, together with in- 
scribed copies, publications of the Grolier 


Club, Bibliophile Society, Nonesuch and 
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Good sets of Pickwick Papers always call forth aggressive bidding. 


This 


set from the George Barr McCutcheon sale brought $7,000. 


other presses, including the library of Sara 
and Alfred L. Bernheim, and selections 
from the library of Dr. Percival M. Barker, 
were sold at the American Art Galleries, 
January 14 and 15, 835 lots bringing $40,- 
759. Prices generally were high. The most 


valuable lot was Defoe’s “‘Robinsom Cru- 
soe,” first issue of the first edition, Amherst- 
Wallace copy, which brought $3,525. <A 
copy of the first edition of Gray’s “Elegy,” 
in a Riviere binding, brought $3,300. The 
first edition of Fitzgerald’s translation of 
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the “Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam,” in 
original wrappers, fetched $1,700. The 
original manuscript of Hawthorne’s short 
story, “The Wedding Knell,” 7 quarto 
pages, sold for $1,260. 

The most important auction sale of the 
year was that of the collection of Col. 
James H. Manning of Albany, sold in two

The Amherst-Wallace copy of the 
first edition of Robinson Crusoe 


brought $3,525 


parts, which brought a total of $115,527.25. 
The first part, sold January 19 and 20, 
comprising a set of the Signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, a set of the presi- 
dents of the United States, noted partici- 
pants in the French and Indian War, the 
American Revolution, War of 1812, the 
Mexican and Civil Wars, and famous 
American statesmen and patriots, was one 
of the great successes of the season. Inter- 
est centered in the set of Signers which 
brought the record breaking price of $46,- 
025.50. The significance of this figure is 
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apparent when we recall that the Danforth 
set, sold in 1912, brought $14,873.50; the 
Emmet set, in 1922, $19,750; and the 
Thomas set, in 1924, $26,502. The signa- 
ture of Button Gwinnett,. rarest of the 
Signers, fetched $22,250. In the Danforth 
sale the same document, twelve years ago, 
brought only $4,600, and in the Thomas 
sale, another document with a Gwinnett 
signature realized only $14,000. Many 
new high records were made, not only in 
the autographs of the Signers, but all along 
the line. 

A very important sale of rare Americana 
including the collection of the late A. R. 


-Turner, Jr., and selections from the collec- 


tion of the late Charles A. Munn, consist- 
ing of books, autographs, documents and 
manuscripts were sold at the American Art 
Galleries, January 21 and 22, many rari- 
ties bringing high prices. A letter partly 
in cypher signed by Count Rochambeau, 
6 pp. folio, Williamsburgh, January 22, 
1782, to General Nathaniel Greene, also 
an A. L. S, of General Greene, 4 pp, 4to, 
Headquarters, March 10, 1782, in reply 
to Count Rochambeau’s letter, brought 
$4,900. A. D. S. by Benjamin Franklin, 
2 pp., folio, Philadelphia, November 14, 
1732, being a memorandum of agreement 
between the directors of the Library Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, the first subscription 
library in the world, and Louis Timothee, 
the first librarian to be employed, all in 
the handwriting of Franklin and signed by 
the seven directors sold for $2,500. The 
original deed from Wehanownowit, the 
Indian sagamore, to Rev. John Wheel- 
wright, his brother-in-law, Samuel Hutch- 
inson, and others, the founders of Exeter, 
N. H., of the land on which the town was 
built, fetched $3,050. 


On February 15 and 16, the Melk copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible and the library of 
R. B. Adam of Buffalo, were sold at the 
Anderson Galleries. The Bible brought 
$106,000, and its sale was discussed all 
over the world. The highest price, $10,500, 
of the Adam library, which brought $122,- 
188, was paid for a first edition of Milton’s 
“Comus.” Next came Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost,” original sheep, first edition with the 
first titlepage, at $10,000. This was the 
famous Britwell Court Library copy. 
There was a long list of great rarities

which brought very high prices. The 433 
lots sold for an average of $282.17 per 
item, which is a very high average. 

_ Library sets of standard authors, eXtra- 
illustrated works, first editions of sixteenth 
to nineteenth century English authors, 
medieval and modern illuminated manu- 
scripts, including the private library of 
Mrs, Hannah M. Standish of Pittsburgh, 


were sold at the American Art Galleries, 
March 3 and 4, 594 lots bringing $88,656. 

Competition was very keen and buying 
was well distributed. The highest price, 
$2,700, was paid for an extra-illustrated 
copy of Irving’s “‘Life of Washington,” 
large paper copy of the first edition, New 
York, 1855-59, 5 vols., extended to 15, by 
the addition of views, portraits, autograph 
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letters and documents. Eight leaves from 
the Gutenberg Bible, with a bibliographi- 
cal introduction by A. Edward Newton, 
bound in levant, brought $1,750. There 
were many other very high prices. 

The library of Victor Thrane, of Chi- 
cago, consisting of sets of standard authors 
many in choice editions and fine bindings; 
first editions of sixteenth and seventeenth 
century English authors; autograph letters 
and manuscripts; mementos of Lafayette; 
together with sporting books and prints in 
color, were sold at the American Art Gal- 
leries, April 14 and 15, 725 lots fetching 
$71,102. Competition was keen and many 
prices high. The gem of the collection was 
Orme’s “Sporting Prints in Color,” a series 
of twenty magnificent colored engravings, 
from designs by Hewitt, and published in 
London in 1807, which brought $3,700. 

Part II of the library of George Barr 
McCutcheon, the novelist, consisting of 
collections of Charles Dickens and William 
M. Thackeray, were sold at the American 
Art Galleries, April 21 and 22, bringing 
nearly $50,000. Again competition was 
very keen and many new high records were 
made. The highest price, $7,000, was paid 
for the first edition of Dickens’s “Pickwick 
Papers,” London, 1836-37, in the original 
wrappers, and regarded as one of the best 
sets in existence.* Thackeray’s “Vanity 
Fair,” in the original pictorial yellow wrap- 
pers, a very fine copy of the first issue of 
the first edition, realized $2,425. And 
there were many other very high prices. 

The historical library of Dr. George C. 
F. Williams of Hartford,-Conn., including 
books and pamphlets relating to the Revo- 
lutionary War and a full set of the auto- 
graphs of Signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, was sold at the Anderson 
Galleries, May 17 and 18, bringing $74,- 
112. The autographs of the Signers 
fetched $37,688.50. This set had some 
notable letters but on the whole was much 
inferior to the Manning set sold in Janu- 
ary. A. D. S. by Button Gwinnett brought 
$19,,000. A full signature of Thomas 
Lynch, Jr., on the back of an engraved 
frontispiece to “The Tragedies of Sopho- 
cles,” London, 1759, fetched $5,200. 





* The “Coggeshall” set of “Pickwick” with one of 
thirty of the known sheets of the “Pickwick”? manu- 
script is listed on a current catalog of E. P. Dutton & 
Co. at $11,000. 
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The season practically came to a close 
with the great sale of the splendid Eliza- 
bethan and early Stuart library of John L. 
Clawson of Buffalo, at the Anderson Galler- 
ies. This collection sold in two parts, May 
20 and 21, and May 24 and 25, brought 
the extraordinary total of $642,687.50. 
With the single exception of the Hoe library 
which brought nearly $2,000,000, this was 
the most valuable library ever sold at auc- 
tion in this country. ‘This sale attracted 
attention on both sides of the Atlantic, and 
was well attended from all parts of the 
country. Dr. Rosenbach bought most of 
the rarer lots, his purchases amounting to 
$447,500, or more than two-thirds of the 
entire value of the collection. ‘The high- 
est price for a single item was $21,500 
paid for a first edition of Miuilton’s 
““‘Comus,” bought for £800 by the late 
George D. Smith at the Huth sale in Lon- 
don. Shakespeare’s “Much Ado About 
Nothing,” a rare edition published in 1600, 
purchased at the Herschel V. Jones sale in 
1919 for $11,900 fetched $21,000. There 
were many other items that showed simi- 
lar advances. ‘The first book in this sale 
was purchased in 1914 and the greater 
portion in the last seven years, and yet this 
short period was sufficient for Mr. Claw- 
son to gather one of the most valuable 
collections in the history of book collecting 
and to make a very large profit. Never 
before did a season come to an end with 
such an important sale, and it is not likely 
that the experiment will ever be repeated. 


The story of this important auction sea- 
son is not confined to two great auction 
houses. Stan V. Henkels of Philadelphia, 
held a number of interesting sales and as 
usual realized good prices. This was prob- 
ably the best season that Charles F. Heart- 
man of Metuchen, N. J., has had. He suc- 
ceeded in bringing together many small 
consignments of rare Americana which gen- 
erally brought good prices. Some of his 
sales were held in midsummer and were 
successful. The Walpole Galleries, under 
the management of Mrs. Edward Turn- 
bul& sold many small libraries and collec- 
tions successfully, giving them attention 
that would not have been practical by the 
larger auction houses. 


The volume of business for the season of 
1925 and 1926 was larger than for the 
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previous year. Prices for all kinds of genu- 
inely rare and desirable material was higher. 
It was a successful year for consignors, a 
profitable year for the auction houses, and 
collectors had opportunities that made them 
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happy. When everybody is satisfied, book- 
selling and collecting is in a healthy condi- 
tion. Last season will be recalled as one 
of the red letter years in American biblio- 
graphical history. 


Cobden-Sanderson, Binder and 
Printer 


A Review of His Journals, now Published 


Carl Purington Rollins 
Printer to Yale University 


NE no longer wonders, after read- 
ing these two volumes, why the 
proprietor of the Doves Bindery 

and the Doves Press prefixed Cobden to 
the Sanderson of his inheritance. With an 
introspective, morbid mind in a body none 
too strong, Cokden-Sanderson expended his 
energies futilely at the law, probably 
largely in fulfillment of parental desires. 
The mental anguish of these earlier years, 
the loss of health, the groping for some- 
thing which would give him the key to the 
whole of life (“That young man,” Car- 
lyle said of him, “would grasp the whole 
universe of knowledge.” )—make heavy the 
— pages of the Journals. One longs 
or 
“The rolic air of Cluny 
Mid the solemn march of Mear.”’ 

He fancied he found in Spinoza the clue 
to his unrest: “The only security for hap- 
piness is to have a mind filled with a love 
for the infinite and the eternal.” Yet for 
all his soul-searching, this proved too nebu- 
lous a hypothesis for even so confirmed a 
mystic as Cobden-Sanderson. 

At the age of forty-three he married the 
daughter of Richard Cobden, and felt, as 
only a sensitive man can, the terror of in- 
sufficiency. The loathed law as an irk- 
some profession; a yearning, fed on Car- 
lyle and Ruskin, for fellowship with those 
who toil with their hands; and no funds to 
add to the family exchequer: into this 
chaos came Mrs. Morris’s “Then why 
don’t you learn bookbinding?” Followed 


a pregnant visit to Switzerland, where in 


the land of Obermann came the redemptive 
resolution—to become a book binder. It 
was not all plain sailing, we may guess; 
there was the fettering morbidity, the need 
to learn a trade in middle age, the inevit- 
able Lady Russells of the world with their 
“‘With an education such as yours I should 
like better to hear that you were employing 
your mind on something which others of 
less cultivated intellects could not do.” But 
to clinch the decision was his own mental 
preparation—his instinctive respect for 
craftsmanship and the life worth while, the 
friendship with Morris and Burne-Jones, 
and, most of all, Anne Cobden. She was 
the north star of the new life, giving tan- 
gible direction to the distracted mind filled 
“with the infinite and eternal.” 

The decision made, he set to work with 
diligence. Apprenticeship to the binder de 
Coverley, and at last a shop of his own. 
The Journals give interesting proof of the 
clearing up of mental anguish. His life 
was purpose and plan now. Still some self- 
torturing and always a mysticism and de- 
tachment. But books to bind! Clear and 
definite craft problems—to be settled posi- 
tively and practically. Gold which will 
not stick; leather which will not fold 
smoothly; tools to be made. Life has 
straightened out for the dreamer. 

Friends: Morris with his astonishing re- 
mark that machinery should be invented 
to bind books, since he did not wish to 
multiply the minor arts! Walter Crane 
and Fairfax Murray with books to be 


bound. Children: Richard and Stella with 
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their freshness and simplicity and direct 
needs. And domestic love and happiness. 
A revealing record because of the man’s in- 
trospective habit. 


And at last the Press. The Journals are 
inadequate here, perhaps because contro- 
versy had gone far enough in the author’s 
lifetime. But again there was definite 
work—with type and ink and vellum and 
paper—to keep the mind healthy and the 
body eager for the sunrise of each new 
day. He knew his books were beautiful— 
the Bible the work of his life. And all 
to be done as nearly perfect as human in- 
telligence and deftness could make them. 
The end of the Press again brings us peril- 
ously close to the edge of the earlier futility 
of his barrister days. The throwing of the 
type into the Thames was a gesture, but 
hardly so noble a one as he thought, after 
quarrels with Emery Walker. It seems a 
rather pitiful end to a life rescued and set 
on a high plane. 


A word as to the volumes themselves. 
The editing—if such one may call it—is 
wretched. Journal entries are inadequately 
indicated, and, quite unpardonable, there 
is no index. ‘The check-lists of bindings 
and printings are good: but why no para- 
phernalia of foot-notes? Who remembers 
what the “Anti-Scrape’ was? Why so 
galled at Lord Arthur Russell? ‘The vol- 
umes are handsomely printed by Walter 
Lewis at Cambridge: but for $25 one 
might expect. more care in the editorial de- 
tails of good book making.

N interesting piece of research has 
been done by Bella C. Landauer and 
embodied in a handsome folio vol- 
ume that comes from the press of Douglas 
C. McMutrtrie, Inc., 240 West 4oth Street, 
New York City. The title-page in full 
reads: 
“Printers Mottoes 
A collection of sentiments 
taken from title-pages and colophons 
of books issued by Printers and Publishers 
Booksellers, Artists and Patrons 
from the 15th century 
to the present

In all about 2,000 mottoes have been 
indexed, im many cases with duplications, 
as different presses have used the same one. 
They are almost entirely in Latin. A pub- 
lisher, book publishing club or printer 
would find this a very interesting source 
of suggestion for printing mottoes.

ond collection of rare prose and verse from 

writers of distinction, many of whom had 

to wait for just recognition. ‘These selec- 

tions, which he included in his catalog from 

1912 to 1923, he intended to publish in a 

satisfying format when d ath frustrated his 

plans. Since then many have requested that 

these choice passages be brought together 

under one cover, and many others have 

asked for some account of ‘Thomas 
Mosher’s life. 

This second collection of ‘Amphora” 
while fulfilling his purpose, also preserves 
his “forewords” which are essays in them- 
selves, three of his poems not hitherto 
printed over his own name, and a photo- 
gravure frontispiece portrait, an excellent 
likeness of him. This volume takes on the 
character of a memorial and every lover of 
“The Mosher Books” and admirer of the 
publisher who gave these beautiful volumes 
to his countrymen, will treasure these two 
volumes of “‘Amphora,” which taken to- 
gether define his position as editor and 
publisher with precision and set forth his 
personality and attainments more effect- 
ively than any biography or book of mem- 
oirs could have done. 

In addition to the material which Mr. 
Mosher had intended to include in a second 
volume, Thomas Jones, Jr., has contri- 
buted a sonnet, “October, in Memory of 
Thomas Bird Mosher”; Spencer Miller 


Fong 


Jr., has written a dedication ““T'o Thomas 
Bird Mosher”; John L. Foley has written 


a “Forewords;” the tribute, “A Golden 
String,” written by Christopher Morley 
for The Saturday Review, July 11, 1925, 
has been reprinted; and a character sketch 
or pen portrait of Mr. Mosher, “Aldi Dis- 
cipulus Americanus” written by Frederick 
A. Pottle for The Literary Review, De- 
cember 29, 1923, has also been reprinted 
in this collection. 

The dedication written by Mr. Spencer, 
a most just tribute to a publisher whose 
work should never be forgotten, is as 
follows: 

“The law of excellence and the law of 
democracy stand in apparent conflict one 
with another in our modern age. They 
seem outwardly to have little in common. 
Yet Thomas Bird Mosher resolved this 
conflict thru a sharing of enduring prose 
and poetry with his fellowmen. It was his 
gift to know what was excellent; it 
was his passion to share this excellence as 
widely as possible; it was his destiny to 
attain the realization of his ideal. He 
linked beauty which is ageless in art with 
the desire for the best which is timeless in 
the spirit of man. 

“His place among great American pub- 
lishers is secure. “This position he made 
unique thru his unerring genius in select- 
ing those things of established worth which 
are “a lasting expression in words of the 
meaning of life,”’ and in sending forth each 
piece of literature in a manner appropriate 
to the nature of the work itself. Every 
volume was printed from handset type on 
handmade paper and was hand-bound in 
paper boards. The human hand runs thru 
all his work—a symbol of the human touch 
of mankind. 

“When we shall view the fullness of his 
achievement in an historical perspective, we 
shall regard it with an increasing admira- 
tion. For he has done what all fine artists 
seek to do—to increase truth and beauty in 
the world. His quest of this ideal will be 
the measure of his own inheritance in the

memory of men.

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The Rising Tide of Collecting 


HEN an edition of “Tamerlane” 

was sold in Boston not so many 

years ago and brought $1,850, the 
figure seemed so remarkable that many liter- 
ary people were interviewed as to their 
opinion on the collecting habit, and almost 
all agreed that it was a mania that would 
probably reach its height and die out. 
About twenty years later in a private sale 
the book was reported to have brought ten 
times that sum. The sale of the Hoe copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible at $50,000, as de- 
scribed in one of the articles in this issue, 
was an extraordinary event, and yet the 
book has now brought more than double 
that sum. 

Yet these dramatic incidents are only 
partly indicative of the growing scope of 
American interest in book collecting. Even 
more unexpected has been the development 
of the interest in modern first editions, the 
interest in Elizabethan literature, the rap- 
idly increasing price of Georgian classsics, 
Beadle’s dime novels and the growing at- 
tention to modern fine printing. It may 
confidently be expected that each decade 
will open up new fields of collecting and 
that dealers with large accumulations of as- 
sorted material may find one field after an- 
other opening up to active demands. 


So substantial have been the increases in 
prices that the book collectors, of whom 
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but few ever put their books out for sale 
in their lieftime, have been pretty well 
assured of an increased value accruing on 
any well-planned collection. 


Book dealers may still feel themselves 
modest practitioners in the arts of stimu- 
lating collecting when they see the compe- 
tition in the fields of antiques, stamps and 
other articles that fall under collector’s 
attention, and the growth in these related 
areas only gives further indication of how 
deep-seated is the collecting instinct. 


The price levels being reached today on 
rare books are a realization of the prophe- 
cies of a decade ago, and it is quite confi- 
dently expected that optimistic prophecies 
of today may find complete fulfillment but 
a few years hence. At one time, some 
years ago, after the Kelmscott books had 
reached what seemed to be peak prices, it 
was confidently prophesied by some that 
these books would soon be sliding back to 
publication figure, but the demand for 
Kelmscotts has steadily increased and, as 
more and more of the copies have gone into 
public collections, the quoted prices have 
steadily increased. This has happened simi- 
larly to the publications of the Doves Press, 
Essex House Press, Riverside Press and 
many other productions in this country and 
in England. 

If one is naturally an optimist, there is 
no better field for successful prophecy than 
in the field of old and rare books as it is 
now developing. 


Credit and Rare Book Values 


NE of the problems that the growth 

of the rare book business and the 

rapid increase of values has devel- 
oped is that of auction and trade credits. 
It has been argued that the credit system 
has seriously inflated values because many 
use credit rashly. It is claimed that many 
successful sales have been successful only 
because of long credits given to the trade. 
Largely in consequence, prices have been 
forced up, collectors discouraged or driven 
off, and the tendency has been to damage 
rather than help the rare book-trade. 

On the other hand, it has been pointed 
out that prices have been steadily advanc- 
ing for a century, due to increasing scar- 
city of books and the rapid increase of the 
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number of collectors. The necessity for 
credit is due to these conditions. Credit 
has generally been by arrangement with 
consignors to meet special conditions and to 
enlist the active co-operation of influential 
dealers. If such natural and prudent 
arrangements had not been made there 
would have been a contraction of values and 
consequent demoralization. 

The book market, in principle, is not un- 
like that of stocks and bonds. ‘The stock 
and bond market could not be conducted 
on acash basis. The credit system for the 
purchase of stocks and bonds is elastic in or- 
der to meet special conditions and emer- 
gencies. If this was not so, values would 
be contracted and panic would follow. 
When millions of shares of stocks are 
bought in a single day, credit arrange- 
ments are a necessity. 

What we are likely to see is a proper 
study of credits and their extension to all 
who properly qualify for them. ‘The suc- 
cess of the rare book dealer, like that of 
the stock broker, will depend upon his 
ability to command resources or credit 
when it is most needed. 


Collecting American Authors 


HE collecting of nineteenth century 

American authors suffered a subsi- 

dence of interest a decade ago, but 
the auction sales of the past two years have 
shown that collectors are far from having 
lost their interest in Bryant, Longfellow, 
Whittier, Emerson and Poe, to mention 
but a few names. 

At the same time the interest in collect- 
ing twentieth century American writers has 
had many recent manifestations, such as the 
current demand of Cabell, Mencken and 
Millay, tho this field has not by any means 
reached its full activity. 

Four years ago, The Publishers’ Weekly 
decided that the most important thing to 
be done to encourage and develop the col- 
lecting of American authors was the pub- 
lication of a check-list of the material, and, 
with the help of Merle Johnson, well 
known as the authoritative bibliographer 
of Mark Twain, this series was begun 
serially in the Weekly and is now extend- 
ing to over 100 authors. As rapidly as 
possible this data is being rechecked and 
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will be put in book form in the course of 
the winter. It will include the American 
authors now being actively collected, the 
public’s interest in the authors being th- 
basis of inclusion. It will go back as far as 
Bryant and come up to the present day. 

With such good working check-lists 
available, booksellers will undoubtedly find 
an increased demand for these books, and 
there will also be a new demand for first 
editions as published, as the collector who 
has his full list made up of the volumes of 
Robinson, Wharton, Frost, or Van Vech- 
ten is likely to wish to obtain from his 
bookseller their new publications as issued. 
With this assured sale, the publisher can 
take even more pains with the production 
and presswork on the first editions and 
thus build prestige and interest in his 
authors. 


Progress in Book Illustrations 


HE world of American book pub- 

lishing is again under obligations to 

the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts for its undertaking to give an exhibit 
of American illustrated books, which will 
be open at the Art Center at 65 East 56th 
Street on November 30th. Lester Douglas 
has taken charge of this newest enterprise 
and enlisted with himself as a jury, Burton 
Emmett, to whom was awarded the special 
medal of the Institute last month for his 
outstanding contribution to the general 
development of the American interest in 
graphic arts; W. Arthur Cole, president 
of the American Institute of Graphic Arts; 
and J. M. Bowles, well known in the field 
of bookmaking. Charles B. Falls, the artist 
and Robert O. Ballou, of Chicago, editor 
of the Good Bookmaking Department of the 
Publishers’ Weekly, have been invited to 
make addresses at the opening. 

When the announcement of the exhibit 
was sent to the publishers, over 250 books 
were sent in, and of these 60 have been 
selected for the display. ‘The Publishers’ 
Weekly will issue a complete list of these 
in its next issue. The emphasis thus 


given to the place of the artist in current 
American book production should have 
important results and give recognition to 
the revival of the arts of bookmaking, 
which at present are so closely connected 
with the publishing of children’s books. 
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A Book of Old Maps 


Important Volume for Scholars and Collectors 


HE new era of map collecting has 

opened up a new area of bookstore 

activity which touches on one side the 
field of rare books and rare engravings 
and on the other the general public inter- 
est in history and travel. This increased 
interest is no temporary excitement, as the 
material is of too great historical im- 
portance to be neglected and too beauti- 
ful in execution to fail to keep the inter- 
est of those who have been caught by the 
beauty of the engraving. 

A very notable volume on the subject of 
old maps has just been published by the 
Harvard University Press written by 
Emerson D. Fite and Archibald Freeman. 
In this folio volume there are reproduced 
by aquatone process 74 rare old maps which 
touch upon American history from the 
earliest days of maps to the close of the 
Revolutionary War. 

The work is first of all of importance 
to historians and students as making easily 
available a large number of maps not or- 
dinarily found except in the greatest col- 
lections or of which but one copy is 
known. Even to those who have such ac- 
cess the printing of this far scattered ma- 
terial in one volume is of great importance, 
and the text of 2 to 4 pages accompanying 
each map gives exact historical detail that 
makes the use of the map much easier. 
This historical material is accompanied by 
book references that point to the direc- 
tions of further study. 

Aside from the interest of students, the 
book has special interests to the bookseller. 
First of all, it gives him for sale an un- 
usual example of the best American book- 
making, as the volume has been most care- 
fully printed for Harvard University 
Press by the house of William E. Rudge 
in Mt. Vernon, N. Y., and both text and 
illustrations are eminently satisfactory. 
The type selected is Old Style, and the fre- 
quent use of italics for places, names, 
foreign language and other quotations 


give decoration to the pages and makes 
them particularly beautiful. 


The aqua- 


tone process proves itself most admir- 
ably adapted for map reproduction, as it 
permits the use of the dull coated stock, the 
same as is used in the text, and yet gives 
clearness and accuracy in every detail. 
Some are reproductions from originals that 
have deteriorated from old age, and every 
precaution has been taken to make them as 
readable as possible. 

The bookseller will find further use of 
this volume, in that it will supply a guide 
to famous maps, some of which are still in 
the market and may be expected to pass 
thru the hands of those who specialize in 
this field, also the details supplied by this 
chronological collection will be helpful in 
checking other maps of intervening periods 
on which the full data is missing. This is 
especially true of the numerous maps of the 
Atlantic Coast showing successive explora- 
tion, including such famous charts as those 
of Virginia, described by Captain John 
Smith, 1612, or New England by the same 
explorer, 1614. One map alone is allowed 
a double page, and that is the big engraved 
map of 1755 covering the British Colonies 
of North America and extending in its 
scope from Newfoundland to the country 
of the Sioux Indians in the Missouri Valley. 


The series starts with the world map 
of Batttista Henese, probable date of pub- 
lication 1583, which is used as a frontis- 
piece and is the only one in which the color 
has been reproduced. This is followed by 
3 Fifteenth Century world maps, includ- 
ing a reproduction of John White’s Vir- 
ginia of 1585 which is preserved in the 
British Museum. The next century 
brings in, in greater detail, the strictly 
American maps begining with Cham- 
plain’s description of New France, 1607, 
the Dutch map of 1639 showing the Island 
of Manhattatn, a California map of 1779; 
etc. 

Five hundred copies of the work have 
been produced from type and the type 
destroyed.

Philadelphia and New York, has 
just issued a most extraordinary catalog of 
autograph letters and documents relating 
to the Declaration of Independence and 
the Revolutionary War, in honor of the 
150th anniversary of the Signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, and to sup- 
plement the great Sesqui-Centennial now 
being held in Philadelphia, which, altho 
containing a fine display of the mechanical 
and liberal arts, does not contain a pres- 
entation of original material relating to the 
subject. 

With the exception, we believe, of But- 
ton Gwinnett, this catalog lists autographs 
of all of the Signers, many of the letters 
relating to the Declaration itself. There 
is, too, the sole certified copy of the Dec- 
laration outside that most precious docu- 
ment now deposited in the Library of 
Congress, and there is also the original let- 
ter of Silas Deane sending the Declaration 


peers the title of “1776 Ameri- 


of Independence to the King of France; 
the original letter of Benjamin Franklin, 
commissioner plenipotentiary, sending the 
Declaration to Frederick the Great, King 
of Prussia; the original letter of John Han- 
cock, informing the individual Colonies of 
the passing of the great instrument; the 
only known letter of a Signer, dated July 
4, 1776, giving an account of the proceed- 
ings of that day, which is entirely in the 
autograph of Caesar Rodney; the resolu- 
tion of the State of Delaware on the occa- 
sion of the Declaration of that State, 
signed by Thomas McKean; and the actual 
transfer from the State of Pennsylvania to 
the City of Philadelphia of Independence 
Hall and the historic spot of ground known 
as Independence Square. 

Original source material of the period 
comprises such extraordinary items as the 
original letter of Gen. Joseph Warren, 
April 27, 1775, appointing Paul Revere 
special messenger to the Committee of 
Safety of the Colony of Massachusetts, un-

doubtedly the most interesting Revere docu- 
ment in existence; Patrick Henry’s letter 
giving an account of the evacuation of 
Portsmouth; a series of letters by Benedict 
Arnold written while plotting treason; 
William Colbreath’s manuscript Journal, 
containing the only authoritative account 
known as the first raising of the American 
flag, at Fort Stanwix, August 3, 1777; 
Franklin’s letter, in which he advocates a 
plan for the reconciling of the Colonies 
with the mother country, and another, five 
years later, in which he drops the plan al- 
together and insists upon the necessity of 
immediate declaration of hostilities against 
Great Britain; General Gate’s description 
of the Battle of Bunker Hill; the letter of 
Andrew Scammell about the seige of Ticon- 
deroga; Hancock’s extraordinary letter to 
Congress, dated December 27, 1776, in 
which he recommends the appointment of 
Washington as commander-in-chief of the 
American armies; the letter of John Paul 
Jones in which he tells of being presented 
with a diamond-hilted sword by Louis 
XVI; Madison’s account of the first Con- 
stitutional Congress, and another letter in 
which he recounts the twelve constitutional 
amendments he proposed; the finest letter 
known of Thomas Paine, giving a full 
account of his life and services in America; 
and the original official cipher codes with 
the explanation and instructions for their 
use in the diplomatic and military services 
during the Revolution, entirely in Jeffer- 
son’s handwriting. 

Especially noteworthy is a monumental 
collection of Revolutionary letters and 
documents, including 90 letters of Wash- 
ington, among them the extraordinary one 
in which he mentions his agreement with 
Robert Morris, not to die until 1800, 
which, unfortunately, he failed to keep by 
a margin of two weeks, said to be the only 
contract that Washington did not fulfill; 
the remarkable letter of Oliver Wolcott, 
dated July 26, 1776, giving an account of 
the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence; and the letter of Ethan Allen, 
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dated 1784, on the confederation of Ver- 
mont. More important than all, is the 
certified official copy of the Articles of 
Confederation, dated February 14, 1777, 
the only one extant, as there is not one 
even in the National Archives at Washing- 
ton. 

Altho the above mentioned letters give 
an account chiefly of military and constitu- 
tional affairs, there are many items which 
are vivid reminders of the social and in- 
tellectual activities of the period. ‘There 
is, for example, the original printer’s work- 
book of Benjamin Franklin, the most valu- 
able source-book known to the history of 
American typography, giving an account, 
for the first time, of the books issued by 
him, the number of the edition, the quality 
of the paper on which it was printed, and 
other details hitherto unknown, which 
established him as a printer of some books 
otherwise unascribed to him. ‘There is a 
manuscript poem of Nathan Hale to Alicia 
Ripley, his fiancée; twenty-two volumes 
from Washington’s library which show 
more than anything else could, the wide 
interests of the father of his country. 
There is also the original survey-book kept 
by Washington from the year 1770 tw 1799, 
and the original large colored survey of 
his own homestead, Mount Vernon, en- 
tirely his work. 

Here is given only the briefest kind of 
description of some of the material in this 
catalog. It needs to be seen and its illumi- 
nating notes to be read to get an adequate 
idea of the great collection which Dr. 
Rosenbach has brought together. 

Dr. Rosenbach says that “it has been a 
great and exciting adventure to collect 
these noble relics of our country’s past; the 
chase-has been more fascinating than the 
wildest exploits of the most experienced 
huntsman; the “bag’ has proved remark- 
able, far beyond our hopes and expecta 
tions.” All of which must be true. Only 
a great collector, with a passion for such 
material, could ever have brought it to 
gether. 
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‘“American Book Prices 
Current, 1924-1925” 


A Review by Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE “American Book Prices Cur- 

rent” containing a record of books 

sold at auction in this country, from 
July 1, 1924, to July 1, 1925, the thirty- 
first annual volume, has just been published 
by Dutton in an edition of 900 copies. The 
season recorded began on July 8, 1924, 
with a sale of Shakespeareana and first edi- 
tions at the Walpole Galleries, and ended 
June 23, 1925, with a sale of rare Ameri- 
cana by Charles F. Heartman, at Me- 
tuchen. Between these two dates there 
were 104 sales: 40 at the Anderson Galler- 
ies, 27 at the American Art Galleries, 15 
at the Walpole Galleries, all of New York; 
and 15 by Stan V. Henkels in Philadelphia, 
and 7 by Charles F. Heartman in Me- 
tuchen, N. J. This volume contains 802 
pages but by a more general use of abbre- 
viations ten per cent more material has been 
added compared with the previous volume. 

The outstanding feature of this season 
was the high prices which all genuinely 
rare and first class material brought, wher- 
ever the sale was held, or whoever the 
auctioneer. The trade and the collectors 
apparently watched the auction market 
closely and were always ready to pay good 
prices for books that they wanted. De- 
sirable books, even of moderate value, 
found ready buyers. Books were never 
“passed” without a bidder as was the case 
a few years ago. 

Among the libraries dispersed during 
the year, the most important were those of 
William Harris Arnold, Beverly Chew, 
Paul F. McAlenney, William F. Gable, 
the sporting library of O. H. P. Belmont, 
the printing library of Oscar Aurelius 
Morgner, and of John Clyde Oswald, the 
typographical libraries of Luther A. 
Brewer and David Williams, and the col- 
lection of Americana of George Manierre. 

In the “American Book Prices Current” 
for the season of 1923-1924, attention was 
called to the fact that its record was of sin- 


gular interest because it was a season of 
preeminently new values. The predomi- 
nant influence was modern, expressed by 
the increase in value of many comparatively 
recent books and the first appearance at 
high prices of many new authors. To a 
very considerable degree these remarks 
apply to the season which followed. First 
editions of English and American authors, 
even down to authors now living, brought 
high prices when items were rare or de- 
sirable, or both. 

A few of the outstanding prices realized 
by first editions of English and American 
authors (in most cases unique copies, inas- 
much as they were trial copies, presenta- 
tion copies, or copies with autograph letters 
or some other desirable feature that ap- 


pealed to collectors) were ‘Tennyson’s 
“The Lover’s Tale,” which sold for 
$6,900, “The True and the False,” 


$7,000, ‘““The Victim,” $9,000, “Enid and 
Nimue,” $2,000, ““Timbuctoo,” $2,000; 
Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” $5,600, 
“Poems,” $1,450; Defoe’s “Robinson Cru- 
soe,’ $5,350, and Blake’s “Songs of Inno- 
cence,” $5,500. Among the early books, 
the editio princeps of Homer brought 
$1,650, a copy of the “Catholicon,” $1,525, 
Ovid’s “‘Banquet of Sence,” $1,350, Her- 
bert’s “Temple,” $1,025, and Henry Hol- 
land’s “Baziliologia,”’ $2,300. Ben Jon- 
son’s ““Workes” fetched $3,000, and Spen- 
ser’s “Faerie Queene,” $930. The Folios 
of Shakespeare brought the following 
prices: First (with imperfections), $11,- 
750; Second (Bridgewater copy), $3,600; 
Third (Daniel-Hoe copy), $7,000; 
Fourth (Robinson copy), $950. Pope’s 


“Essay on Criticism” sold for $800, and 
the ““Dunciad,” $1,800; Swift’s “Gulliver’s 
Travels,” $1,800, Dr. Johnson’s “Lives of 
the Poets,” $1,950, Lamb’s “Essays of 
Elia” (presentation copy), $1,500; the 
Kilmarnock Burns, $2,900; the Straw- 
berry Hill issue of Gray’s “Odes,” Wal- 
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pole’s copy, $3,900; Kelmscott Chaucer, 
$825; and Fitzgerald’s translation of the 
‘“Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam,” $2,050. A 
few of the outstanding first editions of 
American authors were Hawthorne’s “Fan- 
shawe” (H. V. Jones copy), $2,050, “‘Scar- 
let Letter” (inscribed by author), $725; 
Lowell’s “Commemoration Ode” (presen- 
tation copy), $900; and the New York 
Mirror, containing Poe’s “Raven,” $830. 

Old favorites, Dickens, Thackeray, 
Stevenson, Kipling and Hardy hold places 
of distinction in the year’s record. ‘Their 
first editions generally brought good prices, 
and frequently extraordinary new high 
records were made. Dickens’s “Pickwick 
Papers,” inscribed copy, brought $1,250, 
“Great Expectations,” $840, a “Reading,” 
$1,750, “‘Pictures of Italy” (inscribed), 
$1,000, and “The Strange Gentleman,” 
$925; Thackeray’s ‘Flore et Zephyr,” 
$950, “The Second Funeral of Napoleon,”’ 
$550, and “Vanity Fair,” $1,875; Steven- 
son’s “Appeal to the Clergy,” $3,200, 
“‘Treasure Island,” accompanied by an 
autograph letter, $600, “The Hanging 
Judge,” $1,550, “‘South Seas,” $1,000, 
“Beach of Falesa,” $600, “Moral Em- 
blems,” $600, and “The Surprise,” $1,400; 
Kipling’s ““The Schoolboy Lyrics,” $1,300, 
“The Smith Administration,” $4,100, 
“Life’s Handicap,” $650, “Echoes,” 
$1,150; Hardy’s “Desperate Remedies” 
(autograph letter inserted), $2,100, and 
“The Dynasts,” also $2,100. In most 
cases these were excellent copies, frequently 
with exceptional points that greatly added 
to their value. But these were only a few 
of the significant prices which first editions 
of popular modern authors brought, but 
they serve to show the range of material. 
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A steadily increasing interest was mani- 
fested in early Americana. For instance, 
Wood’s ““New England Prospect” fetched 
$1,700; Nicoll’s “Houre Glass of Indian 
News,” $580; Whitefield’s “Journal,” 
printed by Franklin, $1,600; the Hakluyt 
Society publications, $875, and Winslow’s 
‘New England Salamander,” $600. First 
editions of Americana of all periods brought 
good prices when it was able to interest 
discriminating collectors. 

In addition, of course, there were many 
other classifications, publications of private 
and special presses, fine bindings, books on 
ornithology, colored plate books, Hebraica, 
etc., and choice and rare material, what- 
ever its class, generally brought good prices. 

The division of autographic material, 
for many years an important feature of the 
‘American Book Prices Current” was 
omitted from this issue. It is not probable 
that many autograph collectors subscribe 
for this reference for the autograph records, 
but, nevertheless, many booksellers find 


this department useful and they will be glad 


to know that it will probably be resumed 
in the next volume. 

The “American Book Prices Current” 
is as necessary for the rare book dealer and 
wide awake collector as the compass is to 
the mariner. Nowhere else can this infor- 
mation be obtained in a usable form. No- 
where else can a bird’s eye view of the 
American auction market be quickly 
obtained. The increase of the edition from 
750 copies to 900 copies this year shows 
that an increasing number are using it. The 
rare book world is under great obligations 
to E. P. Dutton & Co. for the perpetua- 
tion of this invaluable record.

beautiful binding by Matthews; and a pre- 
sentation autograph from Tennyson to 
Browning on a copy of “The Cup and the 
Falcon.” 

Edgar Wells & Company has a very 
attractive November catalog printed at the 
Southworth Press, Portland. The printing 
is on dull finish stock, very attvactive to 
the eye and hand. 

The Dauber & Pine Bookshop has used 


the arts of typographical ornament to good 
advantage to bring attention to its Catalog 
Number 9, which includes books on fine 
presses and modern firsts. 

Some of the illustrated material in the 
catalogs is of such great bibliographical and 
historical interest that collectors and pub- 
lic libraries will do well to keep the repro- 
ductions. In many cases in descriptions of 
documents and historical manuscripts, the 
complete text is printed, which should be 
important for the files of an historical col- 
lection. This is well illustrated in the re- 
markable historical catalog of the Rosebach 
Company connected with the Declaration 
of Independence, where over 200 items of 
immense historical interest are described in 
complete detail.

EVERAL of the newer fall novels 
have made big advances in sales, over 
last month, but the top three on the 

list compiled by Books of the Month re- 
main the same as in September. They are 
“Show Boat,” “Beau Sabreur” and ““The 
Silver Spoon.” “Labels” has gone from 
ninth up to fourth place, forcing “The 
Understanding Heart to fifth. “Her Son’s 
Wife,” advancing from ten to six, has left 
seventh place to ““The Big Mogul.” “Bel- 
larion” has gone down from fifth place 
to eighth. A title new to the best seller 
list is next, Ellen Glasgow’s ‘““The Roman- 
tic Comedians.” “Sorrell and Son,” which 
has not been among the first ten novels for 
two months, appears again, in last place. 
The first half of the non-fiction list is 
just the same as last time, “The Story of 
Philosophy” being the best seller for the 
second month. It is followed by the two 
Bruce Barton books, “Why We Behave 
Like Human Beings” between them, and 


“Our Times,” fifth, The last named 
book, by the way, had only one vote from 
the southern stores. ““This Believing 


World,” a promising title when it first ap- 
peared far down the list in September, 
has now taken sixth place, in spite of the 
fact that it still receives no votes from the 
far west. The new non-fiction is slower 
_ than the fiction in appealing to the public, 

for, while two new books farther down 
the list are candidates for the top ten, 
there also appear for the first time, three 
books that were published over a year ago, 
and that only now have gained enough 
votes to get on the list. The new titles are 
“The Human Adventure” by James H. 
Breasted and James Harvey Robinson and 
“Outwitting Middle Age” by Dr. Carl 
Ramus. Those which have been out for 
over a year are “The Christ of the Indian 
Road” by E. Stanley Jones, “The Royal 
Road to Romance” by Richard Hallibur- 
ton, and “The Revolt of Modern Youth” 
by Judge Ben B. Lindsey and Wainwright 
Evans.

IMULTANEOUS with the an- 

nouncement that New York’s play 

jury had released “The Captive” from 
danger of suspension or expurgation, after 
two hours of discussion, came word that 
Brentano’s is to publish the play in book 
form. 

The twelve jurors were selected from a 
panel of 500. Each arrived at the meeting 
place in the Chief Assistant District At- 
torney’s office without knowing who the 
other eleven would be. The twelve jurors 
were selected from the play jury panel and 
sent to see the play. Then they were called 
to meet and vote for or against it. Six 
of the twelve jurors voted it objectionable 
from a standpoint of public morals, five 
voted that it was not and one cast a blank 
ballot. Two secret ballots were taken, 
each showing the same result. Nine votes 
are needed to condemn a play and so no 
further action will be taken by the jury. 

Brentano’s in announcing their publica- 
tion of the play have sent out the follow- 
ing word: “‘New York is being violently 
thrilled, mystified or dismayed by the play 
‘The Captive’ by Edouard Bourdet, trans- 
lated from the French by Arthur Horn- 
blow, Jr. This play is continuing to startle 
Paris under the title of ‘La Prisonniére’ 
(under which title it has been published 
in France) and has been interpreted and 
explained in more ways than one. Bren- 
tano’s have just published “The Captive’ 
after first appointing a staff member who 
will answer all letters of inquiry about the 
play, even from the shadow of the gallows.” 


Nobel Prize 


EORGE BERNARD SHAW has 

been awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Literature for 1925. Shaw expressed sur- 
prise at the award saying he supposed it 
was given him because he’d written nothing 
during 1925. 

It is believed the award is based largely 
on Shaw’s play, “Saint Joan,” which was 
published in 1924. Previous British win- 
ners of this prize are Kipling and Yeats. 

Asked what he would do with the 
money, Shaw said: 

“What I do with the rest of my money, 
which is none of the public’s business.” 
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Women Elected to Institute of Arts 


HE recent election of Edith Wharton, 

Margaret Deland, Agnes Repplier and 
Mary E. Wilkins Freeman to the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters marked the 
first entrance of women into that organi- 
zation. 

‘Two new members were recently elected 
to the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters. They are Wilbur L. Cross of 
New Haven, editor of the Yale Review 
and Hermon Atkins MacNeil, sculptor. 

During the meeting commemorative trib- 
utes were read for Joseph Pennell and 
Stuart P. Sherman, members of the 
Academy who died in the last year.

Obituaries 
CAROLINE M. HEWINS 


In the last issue of this periodical, sym- 
pathy was expressed at the passing of Caro- 
line M. Hewins, for fifty years active in 
library service and especially in work with 
children, and an account of her visit to 
New York just before her death was given. 
However, dates in her life and her books 
were not given and so are added now. Miss 
Hewins was born in Roxbury, Mass., in 
1846 and attended high schools in Boston. 
She received her library training in the 
Boston Athenaeum. In 1911 she received 
an honorary M.A. from Trinity College. 
She has been at the Hartford Public Li- 
brary since 1892. Her books include: 


“Books for the Young,” “Books for Boys 
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and Girls,” and “A Traveller’s Letters to 
Boys and Girls.” Macmillan has just pub- 
lished her last book, “A Mid-Century 
Child and Her Books.” It combines 3 
record of the children’s books red-school- 
house, mid-century period, with a delight- 
ful picture of child life. Miss Hewins 
died in Hartford, Conn., on Thursday, 
November 4th. 


DEAN OF ENGLISH PUBLISHING, 
EDWARD BELL, DIES AT THE 
AGE OF EIGHTY-TWO 


Edward Bell, one of the grand old men 
of English publishing, died suddenly on 
November 8th of heart failure after being 
busy to the last with the responsibility of 
chairman of George Bell & Sons, Ltd. 


Eldest son of George Bell, Edward Bell 
was born in 1844 and entered his father’s 
business after graduating from Cambridge. 
He early began to take an important part 
in the firm’s affairs and had a great deal 
to do with the shaping of the firm’s most 
famous enterprise, the Bohn Library, 
whose development he nurtured for years. 
In this work he was especially responsible 
for the monumental Wheatley edition of 
Pepy’s Diary. 

In the crucial years of 1906 to 1909 he 
was president of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, and he served in various public capac- 
ities. He was a man of fine literary taste 
and scholarship, translator and editor of 
Goethe’s “Letters,” “Wilhelm Meister’s 
Travels” and “The Nibelungenlied,” an 
authority on ancient architecture, having 
published ““The Architecture of Ancient 
Egypt,” “Pre-Hellenic Architecture,” 
“Hellenic Architecture” and “The Archi- 
tecture of Western Asia.” 

The firm has one of the most conspic- 
uous of general lists and was represented 
in this country for a great many years by 
Macmillan Company and for the last six 
years by Harcourt Brace & Company. Be- 
sides the Bohn Library, their well-known 
series are the Queen’s Treasures Series of 
Juveniles, the Aldine Poets, Bell’s English 
Classics, Bell’s Cathedral Series, and num- 
erous important art books.

ANDERSON GALLERIES 


The Anderson Galleries opened the sea- 
son on October 4 with a sale of books from 
the library of Robert Louis Stevenson, con- 
signed by Mrs. W. E. Safford of Washing- 
ton, D.C., together with selections from 
two other libraries of New York collectors, 
consisting mainly of modern first editions. 
Books on the fine arts, the working library 
of Arthur B. Davies, the well-known 
artist, were sold on October 5th. The 
library of the late William T. Horn, of 
this city, with additions, comprising the 
best editions of angling books, English 
literature and history, ballads and classics, 
was sold on October 6.

These libraries 
consisted mainly of library sets of standard 
authors, first editions, private and special 


press books, and illustrated books. On 
October 19 and 20 the autograph collec- 
tion formed by Emanuel Hertz of this city 
was sold, comprising nearly a complete set 
of the autographs of the Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence including 
Thomas Lynch, presidents of the United 
States and their cabinets, and autograph let- 
ters of men of note, literary and historical. 
On October 21 the library of William L. 
Semple of this city, comprising first edi- 
tions, classics, early English law and manu- 
scripts, together with a selection from the 
library of Miss M. I. Meacham of this 
city, containing many Kate Greenaway 
items, was sold. On November 8, 9, 10, 
11 and 12, the library of Simon J. Swartz 
of New Orleans, cataloged in two parts, 
was sold. The first part consisted of rare 
Americana comprising books, broadsides, 
autographs, maps relating to the Louisiana 
Territory, Mississippi Valley, and the de- 
velopment of the West, together with a 
collection of Currier and Ives colored 
prints of American subjects; the second 
part fine bindings, manuscripts, Napoleon- 
ana, colored costume plates, first editions, 
autographs and original drawings. Fair 
prices were realized at all of these sales. 


On November 15 and 16 early English 
literature, modern first editions and asso- 
ciation copies, important original manu- 
scripts of Robert Louis Stevenson, were 
sold. This was a very important collection, 
one of the most valuable held before the 
holidays. On November 22 the private 
library of the late W. D. Faul of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., and the library of W. Horace 
Locher of White Plains, N. Y., together 
with a consignment from the estate of 
Charles Mortimer Englis of this city, will 
be sold. These consignments include auto- 
graph manuscripts of O. Henry, first edi- 
tions of Joseph Conrad, and other modern 
authors, books, maps and views of New 
York City, sets of standard authors, col- 
ored plate books, and books designed by 
Bruce Rogers. On November 26 Ameri- 
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can autographs collected by the late Theo- 
dore Sedgwick of Stockbridge, Mass., will 
be sold by order of his grandmother, Mrs. 
Arthur Swann of this city. This collection 
includes a newly discovered document 
signed by Button Gwinett, together with 
autographs of other Signers and prominent 
participants of the French and Indian War 
and the American Revolution. On No- 
vember 29 duplicates from the collection 
of A. Edward Newton, author of “Ameni- 
ties of Book Collecting,” will be sold. The 
books in this sale says Mr. Newton are 
“with a few exceptions duplicates,—and 
not all my duplicates by any means. I am 
selling two copies of Dr. Johnson’s ‘Dic- 
tionary,’ but I have four remaining. I am 
selling a Boswell’s ‘Life,’ but I have three 
left. I am selling two ‘Raselli,’ but I 
still have five. I am selling four ‘Carols,’ 
and I have four or five left, including two 
presentation copies. And so on. All are 
identified by my bookplate.” 

Mr. Mitchell Kennerley considers the 
prospects for this season remarkably good. 
“T have noticed,” he says, “that good books 
or art objects are bringing much higher 
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prices than last year. Several other im- 
portant sales will be held before the holi- 
days, but, of course, all the really interest- 
ing sales come after the first of the year.” 
AMERIGAN ART GALLERIES 

The first book sale of the season at the 
American Art Galleries was held on No- 
vember 3 and 4, when the library of Alex- 
ander H. Hudnut, of this city, was sold. 
This was an important collection com- 
prising publications of the Doves, Essex 
House and Kelmscott presses, including a 
superb copy of Chaucer, extensive series 
issued by the Grolier Club, books designed 
by Bruce Rogers, first editions of Dickens, 
Thackeray and Kipling, and choice mis- 
cellaneous books. On November 10, the 
sporting library of the late Walter C. 
Noyes, of this city, was sold. This collec- 
tion included first editions of Apperly, 
Egan, Combe, Surtees, and others, with 
colored plates by Alken, Browne, New- 
house, Leech, Rowlandson and the brothers 
Cruikshank, as originally issued in parts, 
cloth or boards, mainly in immaculate con- 
ditions. On November 11 selections from 
the Charles F. Gunther collection, con- 
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signed by the Chicago Historical Society, 
were sold. This sale included autograph 
letters and documents signed by artists, au- 
thors and historical characters, including 
a long series of Popes, early printed books, 
illuminated manuscripts and bindings, 


‘ books relating to Mexico, original literary 


and poetical manuscripts by Grote, Dis- 
raeli, Voltaire, Lamb and other well known 
authors. All of this material has brought 
good prices. 

Other sales held while this issue was go- 
ing to press or to come later, include the 
important library of Mrs. Julius Chein, 
November 17, comprising library sets of 
American, English and French authors— 
Borrow, Byron, Hugo, Poe, Lever, Mere- 
dith, Shakespeare, Whitman, Browning, 
Dickens, Hawthorne, Irving, Melville, 
Parker, Ruskin and others; together with 
rare first editions, extra-illustrated books, 
autographs and manuscripts. On Novem- 
ber 23 first editions of American and Eng- 
lish authors, including a fine collection of 
Rudyard Kipling formed by Paul Hyde 
Bonner of this city, the collection of James 
Branch Cabell, mainly inscribed, and other 
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authors, formed by Kingsland Spencer, of 
Tarrytown, N. Y., together with selections 
from the library of Eustace Conway of 
this city, will be sold. On November 26 
the sporting library of the late George B. 
Raymond of Morristown, N. J., will be 
sold. This sale includes an important lot 
of modern sporting books of wide range, a 
fine series of paintings of famous American 
race horses by Henry Stull and Edward 
Troye, together with standard sets of 
American and English authors, collected 
sets of first editions of Richard Jefferies 
and Wilkie Collins, and a few choice mis- 
cellaneous books. On December 1 and 2 
will be sold sets of standard authors in- 
cluding Holmes, Harte, Eliot, Whitman, 
Browning, Scott, Poe, and others; first 
editions, Valentine’s Manuals of New 
York, extra-illustrated books, many fine 
bindings, comprising the libraries of Arthur 
McAleenan and the late Edwin Baldwin, 
both of this city. Autograph letters and 
documents comprising presidents of the 
United States, American and English au- 
thors, statesmen, Franklin, Hamilton and 
others of note; the “Logs” of the James- 
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town, Charlestown, Mogul, Ohio, including 
portions of the collection of Alexander W. 
Hannah of Pasadena, California, will be 
sold on December 2 and 3. Other sales 
before the holidays will be announced 
later. 

Mr. Swann anticipates an active season 
with good prices prevailing. A good be- 
ginning has been made and consignors will 
be encouraged to sell this season. Import- 
ant announcements to take place after New 
Year’s may be expected. 


THE WALPOLE GALLERIES 


The first sale of the season at the Wal- 
pole Galleries of this city, was held on 
October 15, when rare Americana, com- 
prising voyages, travels, sea tales, whaling, 
slavery, books about the North American 
Indians and the Early West and California 
were sold. The catalogs now in prepara- 
tion include books from the library of 
Prof. Alfred Owre, Part VI of the collec- 
tion of the late William Winter, Part II 
of the sale of David Belasco consisting of 
books on the drama, autograph letters, 
associations items, etc.; and many small 
consignments. Good prices have been real- 
ized at recent sales, and Mrs. Edward 
Turnbull anticipates a busy and successful 
season. 


STAN V. HENKELS OF PHILADELPHIA 
Stan V. Henkels of Philadelphia opened 


his auction season on October 26 with a 
very important sale of autograph letters 
and documents from several consignments, 
including the order written by General 
Robert E. Lee bidding farewell to the army 
of Northern Virginia, many letters and 
documents of the Signers, presidents of the 
United States, generals of the Revolution- 
ary army and other important personages 
of the Revolutionary period, the War of 
1812, and the early part of the nineteenth 
century, together with a series of letters 
written by Thomas Manning to Charles 
Lamb. On November 12 selections from 
the libraries of Langdon Williams and G. 
E. Chapin, with additions, were sold. These 
consignments jncluded rare American his- 
tory, scarce pamphlets, broadsides, associa- 
tion books and first editions, and incuna- 
bula and early printing. On November 30 
a large collection of etchings by the late 
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Joseph Pennell, some of the prints con- 
taining interesting and characteristic auto- 
graphic annotations, will be sold. Several 
collections are now being cataloged, and it 
is expected that several important sales 
will take place soon after the New Year. 
Sales already held have been very success- 
ful; a good season is anticipated. 


CHARLES F, HEARTMAN, METUCHEN, 


New JERSEY 
The auction sales under the direction of 


Charles F. Heartman, of Metuchen, N. J., 
are generally made up of small consign- 
ments of choice and rare Americana. His 
first sale was held on October 2 and in- 
cluded rare and important tracts relating 
to the French and Indian War and the 
American Revolution. On November 6 
books and pamphlets relating to the Ameri- 
can War, and some notable American auto- 
graph letters and manuscripts, literary and 
historical, were sold. Good prices were 
realized at both sales. Mr. Heartman has 
several catalogs ready for the printer and 
looks forward to a lively season. He says: 
“In a few days I shall issue a catalog with 
a great deal of rare material, books and 
autographs. Early in January I shall have 
an important sale and in February another. 
I have bought the late Joseph F. Sabin’s 
autograph letters and manuscripts, selec- 
tions of which will appear in my early cata- 
logs. A number of books belonging to Mr. 
Sabin’s stock have passed thru my last sales 
and others will be included in early sales. I 
have built up a special business, with an 
interested clientele, who do not depend up- 
on the stock market or good times. They 
buy when good stock is offered them and 
with such a backing my retail and auction 
business has a bright future.” 

The season has already sufficiently ad- 
vanced to indicate a very successful one. 
Books and literary property of all kinds are 
bringing good prices and without excep- 
tion all of the auction houses look forward 
hopefully. The most important sales will 
not come until after the New Year, and 
then much will depend upon the record 
made before the holidays. There seems 
to be practical unanimity in the belief that 
the early record will be entirely satisfac- 
tory.

6¢ HE WORKS OF LAURENCE 
STERNE,” which Basil Black- 
well is publishing this autumn in 
a limited edition printed at the Shakespeare 
Head Press, will be completed in seven 
volumes. 


THE University of Liverpool has in 

preparation a book of studies on “The 
Sea in English Literature from Beowulf to 
Donne,” by A. Treneer. Chapters are 
included on Old English sea poetry—with 
modern English renderings; the sea in 
Middle English; and Hakluyt and the part 
played by the sea in Elizabethan poetry and 
drama. 


‘THE Royal Economic Society of Eng- 
land is about to publish a page-for-page 
and line-for-line reproduction of the 1798 
edition of Malthus’s “First Essay on Popu- 
lation,” with an introduction and some ex- 
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planatory notes by Dr. James Bonar. This 
first edition of the essay, which included 
many features omitted in the later editions, 
is now very rare. 


‘THE most important book sale on the 

Continent thus far this season was held 
early last month when the collection of in- 
cunabula of Kurt Wolff was sold at Frank- 
furt am Main. The catalog was prepared 
with great care, well illustrated, and the 
collection was a large one and of great 
importance. ‘The rare book trade of many 
countries was represented. ‘The sale was 
successful, high prices being realized for im- 
portant items. The mediocre, while selling 
comparatively low, is said to have brought 
all it was worth. 


‘THE November American Collector is 
an interesting number. The leading 


signed article is “William Penn’s Power of 
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Attorney,” annotated by Joseph Jackson. 
Other articles are “Thomas Martyn, Con- 
chologist, Entymologist and Pamphleteer 
of the Eighteenth Century” by Harry B. 
Weiss; “Friendly Relations of the Indians 
and the Dutch Settlers of the Upper Hud- 
son” by E. P. Johnson; “An Old Land- 
lord of New Virginia” by Grace Radcliffe 
Wright; “Experiences of an Old Book 
Man” by A. Roggenburger; “An Adven- 
ture in Book Collecting” by Philip How- 
ard Furman; and “More About Sea 
Presses” by Howard Chapin. The editor 
discusses “Erotica” and many topics of in- 
terest in his “Comments and Arguments.” 
The American collector should be inter- 
ested in this publication. 


CHALCOGRAPHY, which has to do 
with the reproduction of engravings, 
and more especially ancient engravings of 
value, is one of the arts that has been taken 
under the wing of the League of Nations. 
At the present time there exist three offi- 
cial institutes of chalcography, one at the 
Louvre in Paris, the second at Florence in 
Italy, and the third in Madrid, Spain. At 
a conference composed of representatives 
of national institutes of chalcography and 
League of Nations luminaries, resolutions 
were adopted concerning the exchange of 
proofs by the institutes in order to form 
collections descriptive of the international 
history of the art of engraving, and to per- 
mit the sale by each of the institutes of 
engravings produced by the others.

hitherto unknown piece of Americana. This 
is a commentary by John of Glogau, pro- 
fessor of philosophy and mathematics at 
Cracow University, on Sacrobusco’s well 
known ““Tractatus de Saphaera,” and was 
printed at Cracow by Joh. Haller, April 
28, 1506. ‘The portion relating to Amer- 
ica is on Fol. 38, verso, of the volume of 
72 leaves, and refers to the voyages of Ves- 
pucius in 1501 and 1504 to a “place which 
they call the New World, which country 
has always been unknown hitherto.” This 
catalog contains 136 pages, illustrated with 
many facsimiles, and describes 367 lots, 
including specimens from early presses, in- 
cunabula, the Vespucius letter of 1506, an 
unknown anatomical broadside, a binding 
executed for Queen Elizabeth and other 
extremely rare and valuable books. 


N exhibition to commemorate the 150th 

anniversary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence has been opened in the main 
exhibition room of the New York Public 
Library, and should be one of the most 
popular exhibitions ever held by the library. 
It consists of manuscripts, autograph let- 
ters, books, pamphlets, portraits, news- 
papers, maps and other material relating.to 
the men and the place connected with the 
event of July 4th, 1776. Views are shown 
of Philadelphia in 1776 as well as views 
and maps of New York and other parts of 
the country at that period. The scenes 
of the actual writing and signing of the 
Declaration are illustrated by various art- 
ists. Especial prominence is given to three 
men, Jefferson, Adams and Franklin, and 
many portraits, documents, letters and books 
illustrate their careers. Undoubtedly the 
most important and apparently the most 
interesting item in the entire exhibition is 
one of the existing copies of the Declara- 
tion of Independence in the handwriting 
of its immortal author, Thomas Jefferson. 


T the annual meeting of the American 

Antiquarian Society held in Worces- 
ter, Mass., progress was reported in rais- 
ing the special fund of $500,000 for an 
endowment in carrying on the work of the 
society. A long deferred undertaking has 
lately been resumed which is likely to re- 
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veal valuable historical information, 
hitherto buried beneath a mass of material 
inconveniently arranged and imperfectly 
classified. Nineteen years ago a beginning 
was made in the calendaring and catalog- 
ing of the society’s collection of manu- 
scripts, and was continued for two or three 
years. ‘The work was interrupted owing 
to the reduction of the society’s income 
thru the reduction of the erection of the 
present library building and the more press- 
ing needs of other departments of the so- 
ciety’s activities. ‘This year much progress 
has been made in the resumption of the 
work so long interrupted. Already much 
progress has been made, but it will take 
several years to complete the work. The 
discoveries already made are sufficient to 
stress its importance and to win support 
necessary to push it to a quick completion. 


CorHE Catalogue of Irish Manuscripts 

in the British Museum” printed for 
the trustees and sold at the Museum and 
by Bernard Quaritch, long in preparation, 
bids fair now to be completed. ‘Two vol- 
umes, containing over 1,300 large and 
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closely printed pages, have appeared and a 
third volume, comprising an index, is 
promised at a later date. The vast bulk 
of these manuscripts is a revelation to 
many. These stately volumes are indis- 
pensable to every student of Irish history 
and Irish literature. 


ANTIQUARIANS in England are still 

wondering whether the horn-book re- 
cently found under the floor of the Anne 
Hathway cottage was the property of the 
great dramatist. ‘The horn-book bears the 
cut initials, “W. S.” According to Israel 
Gollancz, chairman of the Shakespeare As- 
sociation, there is grave doubt that the 
horn-book was once owned by Shakespeare. 
In a letter to the Daily News, George C. 
Curnock questions Sir Israel Gollanez’s 
hesitation to accept the horn-book as au- 
thentic Shakespeareana: 

“Lacking evidence to the contrary, we 
have in the Anne Hathaway cottage horn- 
book, with the letters, ““W. S.” carved in a 
boyish hand upon the oak backboard, the 
most valuable of all Shakespeare relics, far 
exceeding in personal and intimate interest 
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his written signature. If the letters, 
“W. S.” are, indeed, the work of the boy 
William Shakespeare, we are in direct 
touch with one whose fame is destined to 
outlive that of any Englishman of his time, 
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and that not only in the land of his birth 
but throut the civilized world. For proof 
of which, if it were needed, may I adduce 
the fact that the king of Egypt and the 
king of Afghanistan are among the sub- 
scribers to the Shakespeare Memorial 


Theatre Fund.” 


A PUBLICATION of importance to all 

libraries, and of especial value to all 
interested in European affairs, has just been 
issued by the reference service on interna- 
tional affairs of the American Library in 
Paris. It is a bibliography of the official 
publications of all of the European govern- 
ments. ‘The principal current publications 
of each government have been listed, ar- 
ranged by ministries. In each case the list 
is preceded by an introductory note, givinz 
information as to the State Printing Office, 
or official printers, as well as the addresses 
of one or more book dealers. Prices are given 
and it is usually stated how the publications 
can be obtained. Under the heading, 
“General Administration” is given a de- 
scription of the official journals. Under 
the heading “Parliament”’ is listed the most 
important publications connected with this 
body. Under each ministry is given a list 
of year books, periodicals and other serial 
publications. Single publications, as a rule, 
are not cited. Periodical publications which 
no longer appear have been listed only 
when still presenting some feature of spe- 
cial interest. A complete list has been 
established of the diplomatic documents by 
the ministry of foreign affairs, except for 
France and Italy where previous bibliogra- 
phies already exist, and for Germany, 
where a biliography is being prepared by 
the librarian of the foreign office at Berlin.

66 A CURRENT London cable dispatch 

is in error” writes Stephen H. Hor- 
gan to the New York Herald-Tribune, 
“when it states that the pioneer pictorial 
daily newspaper was issued in London in 
1890. The first daily illustrated news- 
paper in the world was The New York 
Daily Graphic, which began on March 3, 
1873, and lived eighteen years. : 

“New York has no civic pride and for 
that reason we permit foreign countries to 
take credit for much pioneer work in ‘the 
graphic arts’ that really began in New 
York, which is still the printing center 
of the world. 

“For example: How few New Yorkers 
know that the first photographic portrait 
from life was made here in 1840! The 
type-casting machine was invented here in 
1839. The first curved stereotype plate, 
that made fast newspaper printing possible, 
was used on The New York Tribune at 
the beginning of the Civil War, and on 
this paper was developed and used the first 
linotype (type-setting machine). Here, 
also was printed, in The New York 
Tribune, January 21, 1897, the first half- 
tone on a fast newspaper press. ‘The first 
halftone printed in a daily newspaper, on 
a sheet-fed newspaper, is the one known 
as ‘Shanty Town,’ in The New York 
Daily Graphic for March 4, 1880. The 
first printing in color from halftones was 
done by William Kurtz, at 6 East Twenty- 
third Street, in 1893. 

“And so might one go on and enumerate 
the many inventions connected with the en- 
graving and printing of pictures that 
originated in New York and which are 
now used in every country.”
